“Ii is always delizfitiul to meet Macaulay, and to 
gee the reverercs with which he is regarded by 
everyboty; paintul to observe the friendiy anxicty 
which every one feels about his bealta, Sir H. Hol- 
land told me his complaints were bronchial and 
gsthmatic, but I should have thought. them more 
like dro;sy. He was obliged to leave the table for 
afew ininutes on account of a spasm of conghing, 
which has been the case ever since I have met him. 
Ithink, unless he is mnch changed, that Sydney 
fmith’s Uescriptions, or rather flings, at him are 
gome wht unjust.

Learning to Think. 
From Popular Science Montuly, 

In every day life no fact is more noticeable 
than the inability of many persons todo their own 
thinking, even in matters and upon lines wholly 
withintherange of their intelligence, They will 
see a point thatis suggested to them, and will at 
once understand jts bearingon some matter in 
hand; bui they do not scem to have the faculty or 
art of raising points for themselves, and conse- 
quently their action is not as intelligent as it might 
be. If given a rule to work by, they will apply it, 
not on'y in season but.out of season, and will look 
amazed if one suggests that, under special cireum- 
stances, they should have varied their usual proced- 
ure. Every employer and overseer of labor knows 
towhat anextent thisisthe case. Itis the excep- 
tional workman who really thinks, and who can 
therefore be trusted to suit his action to circum- 
stances, And s0 in nearly every sphere of life; a 
kind of automatism seems to bethe rule, and 
intelligent self-direction, in the light of present 
facts, more or less the exception. 

One is, therefore, tempted to ask whether, -in 
connection with our systems of eduGation, some 
gymnastic might not be devised for the special 
purpose of teaching the rising generation to think. 
The mere introduction of the natural sciences into 
school and college courses will not suffice; for, as 
was shown in a report published in these columns a 
few years ago, the sciences may be taught with very 
little intellectual result. What is needed is to form 
the habit of thought in conneciion with everything: 
and, without assuming to speak with authority, we 
cannot help inclining to the opinion that this might 
be done by presenting every object of thought as 
somthing not complete in itself, but as requiring, 
for its proper comprehension, to be considered in its 
relations to other _ things, Nearly every 
act of stupidity committed in daily 
life arises from disregarding the 
relations of things—in other words, treating some- 
thing or other as if it stood apart, in no kind of de- 
pendence on anything else, Mow many such acts 
would be avoided by the simple reflection that 
such and such a thing must have had a 
cause, or that it is sure to have a consequence! 
Itis probable that not a little harm is done in the 
education of the young by unduly appealing to the 
sense of wonder. Wonder is essentially a stupid 
emotion; it certainly is the one that stupid people 
av@ ost eager to ‘gratify. The abject of wonder 
stands alone, challenging attention as being some- 
thing out of the ordinary course of things, But 
just in proportion as wonder is excited is rational 
rcuiry discouraged. People do not want to have 
the marvelous so explained as to bring it into the 
category 6% La&tural and necessary phenomena, In 
lieu of wondef, however, we may very usefully 
stimulate curiosity; anu this may be done ina gen- 
eral way by representing everything as leading us 
ou, if properly considered, to yiews and truths 
beyond itself, “ ei

But 
we are not ret esked to believe that the typical 
coming man will be deaf as well ag short-sighted.

They add another to 
the list of problems which neither science noxrleg- 
islation can solve. Weare powerless to prevent the 
marriage of those who inherit an appetite for 
liquor, or incurable diseases, or strongly marked 
criminai instincts. These are cases which icgisia- 
tion cannot reacb. In the same way, argument is 
powerless to prevent the inter-marriage of deaf 
mutes; and so we have a new race growing up 
among us, yet isolated by infirmities which they 
themselves perpetuate. 


Sectionalism. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

A correspondent sends us some extracts from 
the Greenville News, in South Carolina, and asks 
our opinion ofthem. The paper comments upon 
the address of E. M. Brayton,chairman of the re- 
publican state committee, and says in regard to the 
election law of the state: 

‘‘We prefer to declare boldly that most of what he 
says is true,andthatthe law he describes was and 
isintended to keep the control of this state with 
the white people, who area minority in numbers, 
but who pay nineteen-twentieths of the taxes and 
represent ninety-nine-one-hundredths of the ,in- 
telligence and moral force.” 

And again: 

“The gaunt and unkempt southernar who pokes 


& shot-gun into a voter's face to chase him from the. 


polls is a better man than the sleek portly northern 
manufacturer who offers a poor devil ofa workman 
the choice between voting for high protection and 
starvation. The most reckless red-shirt riders who 
ever pulled a trigger are less guilty than the wealthy 
hypocrites who gave andthe heelers who handled 
thé money that corrupted the baliot last November. 
They may send troops here, as they did before, to 
stand at our polls, to purify the baliot with the 
bayonet, but, for all that, there will be no more 
F&tealing South Carolina.”’ 

What we think of thisis what we think ofthe 
talk ina similar vein of such northern politicians 
as Governcr Foraker, of Ohio, and.all ‘‘the bloody 
shirt’ orators and newspapers, They strive to in- 
fluence mere sectional passions for the meanest of 
purposes—a sectional, political, partisan, or personal 
advantage. They aim to feed angry fires which are 
declining, and to prolong with justification the 
hatreds of a pasttime. Neither Goyernor Foraker 
and the class which he represents, nor the South 
Carglina paper, rise above the lowest level of party 
spirit. The pafriotism which bears and forbears is 
unknown to both of them, Ifthey were represen- 
tatives ofthe dominant and characteristic senti- 
ment of the two parts of the country, we should still 
be in spirit and feeling as much as war as we were 
twenty-five years ago. 

Our correspondent may find in the passages that 
we quote from the papersome hints for thought. 
He isa republican, and he may well reflect that if 
the colored voter is sometimes suppressed by demo- 
crats in the southern states, the white voter is some- 
times bought by republicans in the northern states, 
ana that both practices are equally treason to the 
fundamental principle of the government. He may 
further ask himself how polls protected by national 
bayonets in communities like certain southern dis- 
tricts can possibly draw out the suppressed vote, 
and he may finally meditate the question how a 
situation produced by such an agitation as the 
slavery controversy, followed by long civil war, can 
be wisely or patriotically adjusted if newspaperand 
party orators, like angry children, spit and snarl 
and taunt and vituperate, instead of manfully ac- 
knowledging a difficult problem and heartily and 
honestly cultivating the spirit in which alone it can 
be hopefully treated.

Colonel H. I. Dodge in his book, “The 
Plains of the Great West,”’ estimates that in 
the three years, ending with 1874, 5,500,000 
buffaloes were slaughtered. Millet Christy 
took a census of the species last year and states 
that there are only 1,100 in existenge. 

Domestication has begun and excellent re- 
sults have already been reached. On this sub- 
ject Mr. Dafoe says: 

Regarding; théti, the buffalo as an animal well 
worthy con‘erying, what are his good and bad 
points? Tirst of all he is hardy, not liable to disease 
and on thé plains of the American and Canadian 
northwest, he can forage in deep snow and livein 
the open air all wjnter long. His meat brings 
nearly as good a pricé as beef. His robe is worth 
$25 to $40; and his head taxidc?mized, thanks to the 
decorative tastes of sportsmen, fetches as much as 
the robe, oreven more. So much iorthe credit side 
of the account; now for the debit. The buffalo is a 
strong brute, and of a temper at times so fierce that 
his domestification is a task not seldom accom- 
panied by decided hazard. Ordinary fences are as 
eossamer to a buffalo ~ bull, especially 
during the irritable years when he is past 
his prime and finds 
attractive than of yore. Still, the example of well 
bebayed domestic cattle, with which buffaloes 
readily amalgamate, is very effective. It is not, 
however, in mere domestication, but in cross breed- 
ing that the bufialo’s value consists. In pairinga 
buffalo bull dnd domestic cow, the young are 


bronght forth without any unusual percentage of 


loss b:ing sustained. The offspring combines good 
points of sire anddam. I, has nearly all its sire’s 
hardiness and strength, and so muelh of its 
dam’s tractability as to be well suited for 
draught purposes. When killed, the net 
weight of its carcass exceeds that of a buffalo’s, 
while the meat is better. Such acarcass has been 
known to weigh as much as 1,100 pounds net. Its 
robe is much more valuablethan the buffalo’s: for 
its fur, instead of being chiefly bunched atthe 
mane, is evenly distributed over the hide, and is 
much finer in quality—its present value being 
from $50 to$75. A buffalo crossed with a half-bred 
cow produces an animal quite as hardy as its sire, 
but not quite so large. Experiments of much interest 
are in progress with various strains of Comestic cat- 
tle, the outcome promising to be perhaps only less 
important than the orignal domestication, and sub- 
sequent molding, of horses and cattle from their 
primitive wild forms. 

Chief among the ranches where the domestication 
ofthe butfalo is taking place and its crosses are 
being bred, is that of Mr. C. J. Jones, at Garden City, 
Kan. Thenucleus of his herd, seven calves and 
fifieen adult buffaloes, were run down by him on 
the Texas plains, 200 to 300 miles from Garden City. 
He has crossed Texas cows with buffalo bulls, and 
obtained excellent results. In November last he 
acquired a herd of eighty-three animals from Mr. 
Samuel L. Bedson, of Stony Mountain, 
sixteen miles from Winnipeg, the 
capital of Manitoba. The crosses in 
this herd were trom Galloway or polled Angus 
cattle; they are much superior tothose from Texan 
Strains. Mr. Bedson’s herd dated from 1877, 
when he first corraled a buffalo bull and four heif- 
ers. These five animals were part of the smal! rems 
nant grazing in the vast region between the Sas- 
katchewan river and the international boundary, 
the region now traversed by the Canadian Pacific 
railway. In that immense plain, the slaughter 
of buffaloes, due to the traffic of the 
Hudsons bay company, bad been for two 
centuries much more active than the American goil. 
In eleven years Mr, Bedgon’s berd incPeased from 


' arms and legs, breathed upon it 


himself less 
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five to ninety-seven, fourteen of the number having 
been disposed of before the sale to Mr. Jones. Of 
the eighty-three which he bought, there are eight 
adult cfosses, or grades, as they are called, and sev- 
énteen calves of 1888, pure aud grade. It is Mr. 
Jones’s intention thoroughly to test various strains 
with a view to ascertain which are best adapted for 
grazing hetds om the plains of the northwest. in 
producing a robe he has already attained what he 
calls a “‘seal-skia bufiailo,’’ from crossing with black 
cattle. 

At Silver Heights, five miles from Winnipeg, Sir 
Donald Smith has a small herd of buffalo crosses 
presenting unique points in beauty and docility. 
Elsewhere in Manitobs, in Alberta territory, and in 
Minnesota, it is proposed to parallel Mr, Jones's cn- 
terprise of Garden City. 


Blood Will Tell in Horses. 
Senator Leland Stantord in New York Herald. 

Senator Leland Stanford, of California, 
owner of the Palo Alto stock farm, and the largest 
breeder of trotting horses in the country, said: 

“The improvement in the trotting horse is such 
that today for $2,000 or £2.00 there may be haa road 
horses that will trot easily inside of 2:30, and this is 
a much lower price than the same class of horses 
would bring thirty years ago. An improvement of 
ten per cent in the value of the horses of this coun~ 
try would be an enormous sum of money, yet it is 
possible, in my judgment, to improve the horse of 
all work so that his average period of labor will be 
double what it is now, even if he is compelled to do 
hard work, sucb as hauiing street cars. The aver- 
age period of service for a street car horse is three 
yeirs. If he were well bred he might last twelve 
years. Itis possible, I think, by careful breeding 
to bring all such horses up toa twelye-year stand- 
ard, 

“Every one knows that the value ofa highly bred 
stallion consists largely in his supposed power to 
produce trotters, I think high prices are &@ cause 
for congratulation. It proves that breeders want 
the yery best for stock purposes, and it is as easy 
with good stock to raise an animal worth $5,000 as 
one worth $1,000. It does not cost thejbreeder more 
to raise the former than the latter. At present, itis 
only the very few who can afford these fine horsea, 
but asthey become more common, more people will 
be abte to own first class ones, 

“Strtet car horses are far beyond the average 
horses used on farms, aud see the difference of the 
average time of service of a very superior horse. 

“The increased number of stock farms is raising 
the standard of horses all over the country, but 
there will always be a few phenomenal horses that 
will bring very high prices, 

“Asarule, the horse that can trot a mile in three 
minutes will easily go ten miles in an hour, while 
a horse that can only trot a mile in four minutes 
will be distressed before he has accomplished the 
distance. Yet it docs not cost more to raise one 
han the other. Itis only a question of sire and 
dam. A horse trotting up to his full speed must 
necessarily tire. The animal that can trot a mile 
in four minutes cannot go fifteen miles in an hour, 
but one that can trot in three minutes might do it, 
because he would not be put to his supreme efiort 
av any time. 

“The produce of Maud S. and a stallion her equal 
in speed might be a trotter superior to cither of 
them, because Maud S. and such a stallion would 
be better than the sire and dam of Maud &§. As for 
Maud &., she isa phenomenal troiter, and it may 
bea longtime before we see herequal. Yet the 
time will come, and perhaps sooner than we expect, 
for the reason thatI do notthink her full powers 
have been developed. Under favorable circum- 
stances 1 think she might have trotted faster than 
she has. But 1 believe the animal is now alive 
that® barring accidents, will equal if not excell her. 
I think the performance of Sunol—2:18—as a two- 
year-old, isas much superior to all others of that 
age as the performance of Maud §&, is superior to 
that of all other trotters,’”’

The Responsibility for Adams’s Death. 
Dr. H. H. Tucker in the Christian Index. 

After expressing the opinion that Adams’s 
life could have been saved, and regreting his 
method of atonement by penance, Dr. Tucker 
says under the head of ‘‘A Guilty People:” 

Now, who was to blame? We premise by saying 
that we bave nocensures for any. The case is an 
anomalouscone. It hasno precedent. The question 
is a new one; everybody was dazed by the facts, and 
presence of mind seems to have been lost. Perhaps 
if we bad been in charge ofthe prisoner we should 
have done what others did. Butit isallover now, 
and our opinion incold blood is, that the court 
ought to have ordered the sheriff to employ suitas 
ble experis to feed the man by artificial means, If 
the sheriff had refused, he ought to have been sent 
to jail for contempt of court, and the coroner, or 
some one else should haye been appointed in his 
place. The man was in thecustody of the court, 
and it was the duty of the court to take care of him. 
But thisis notall, Everybody who knew that this 
dreadful tragedy was taking place, and whodid not 
speak out against it, was particeps criminis. This 
including the Index. Weknew what was going 
on,-and yet kept silence. We take the blame to 
ourselves. Possibly if we had raised an outcy apout 
it, others would have taken it up, and a strong cur. 
rent of public opinion might have set in, which 
would have led to the saving of the man's life. We 
plead guilty; and we dosincerely and with pro- 
found grief regret that we did not speak when it 
might have done some good. We do not say that 
we taketo ourselyes merely a share of the blame, 
Fae truth is, that he who has any of the guilt bas it 
ell. Ifa hundred men conspire to commit a crime, 
it isa mistake to suppose that each one of them in- 
curs a hundredth part of the guilt; each one incurs 
the whole of it; and this isthe doctrine both of 
common law and ofcommon_sense. The whole 
community is to blame for the death of the poor 
suicide in Macor, Every man is brother to every 
other man, and every man is his brother's keeper. 
He who fails to prevent crime, or he who fails to try 
to prevent crime, when he can do it, makes himself 
responsible for crime. It is for the sake of this great 
general principle that we have written thus far. The 
case of the Macon suicide is past and gone; it is out 
of our reach now, and a similar case is not likely to

general application, 


In itis the germ of all effort 
for the preventiou of crime, for the promotion of 
good morals, for the salyation of human souls; in it 
is thegerm of the missionary enterprise, and of all

Fast Kailway Trains. 
From Popular Science Monthly. 

Some remarkably fast time has been made 
recently by trains between London and Edinburgh» 
in consequence of a rivalry between the Northwest- 
ern and the Great Northern railways. The journey 
formeriy took nine hours,but last summer the former 
road reduced the time to e'ght hours anda half. Itr 
rival then made it eight hours, and, on August 6th 
the Scotch express, on the Northwestern, covered 
the distance in eight minutes less. The times of the 
runs made without stopping on this trip were: Eus- 
ton to Crewe (150 miles), 2h. 56m,; Crewe to Preston 
(5244 miles) 51m.; Preston to Carlisle (90 miles), 1h. 
38m.; Carlisle to Edinburg (100% miles), 1h, 45m. 
the average speed attained being the highest yet 
reached. On the second day of the accelerated ser- 
vice, this train, consisting of an engine with six 
coache3, made the ruh from Crewe to Preston in 
fifty minutes, and from Preston to Carlisle in ninety 
minutes, This is claimed as beating every previous 
record,

SAINT ROCHE’S BLESSING. 


A DAY IN A SPOT HALLOWED BY 
TRADITIONS, 


The Saint Whose Special Mission is to Make the 
Young Happy—A Bright Day at Pass Chris- 
tian~—Echoes From a Visit to Famous Scenes 
About New Orleans. 


X 
When you declare New Orleans to be a fas- 
cinating an@ enchanting city in the presence 


of some straight laced people they will hold 


up their hands in prim horror and say, ‘Oh!.- 
but it is such a wicked place; the people go to 
plays and have processions on Sunday.” 

The flowers bloom on Sunday, but they lift 
their heads to God, and it issoin this catholic 
city. They have their pleasures—unconven- 
tional, perhaps, to people reared differently— 
but the place is so pervaded by the sanctity of 
churches and charities that I verily believe 


its thoughtless laughter is sweeter to 
the angels than the prayers’ of 
some close-fisted Puritans. There is no lack 


of prayers in this sunshiny city, and no lack of 
hard personal sacrifice for faith’s sake. 

The nuns of the Ursuline convent bring 
back some stories of the olden times. 
They say enough prayers and make enough 
sacrifices to save Paris itself from purgatory. 
This order is the only one of the kind in the 
United States, and was founded many years 
ago by~Louise Roman, a very wealthy and 
beautiful French girl. She was lame and a 
terrible sufferer, but her deeply religious 
temperament guided her to a feeling that 
this suffering was not sufficient, ~ so 
she sought a greater mortification of the flesh 
by founding the order of Ursuline nuns and 
making herself one of them. 

The Ursuline convent ie a large, sombre 
building surrounded by high walls, and the 
women who enter it go with bare feet winter 
and summer, wear meagre and coarse gar- 
ments, sleep on stone slabs without pillows, 
eat no meat and have no fire the whole year 
round. When they are sent out on business 
they put shoes on; but their lives in the con-. 
vent are like those of the most destitute road- 
side beggar. In Lent they fast and pray until 
they become as thin and white as the clouds 
they wish to reach. 

Last winter of most 
wealthy and beautiful creole 
girls went to the altar in bridal array, their 
veils caught with diamonds, jewels flashing 
on their throats and arms, their long-trained 
white silk gowns caught with sprays of 
natural orange blossoins. They made their 
vows to the priest, and the evening shadows 
fell upon their uplifted faces as they kuceled 
in prayer within the convent walls, their deli- 
eate yvarments exchanged for coarse attire, 
their only crowns those of heavenly asphodels, 
but more priceless than eneCeny gems, because 
of the hand that placed them there. 

Surely no young man or woman would visit 
New Orleans without making a pilgrimage to 


two the 


the church of St. Roche, the church 
where nearly all prayers are answered. 


and, be it said, no prayers forglove’s gain or 
constancy have ever remained unheeded. 
There the creole men and maidens place can- 
dles and pray for the constancy of their lovers, 
and the story goes that men have been made 
faithtul to their sweethearts through the gra- 
cious power of Saint Roche. 

This saint was afiiicted with a fearful scourge 
and was cast out by hispeople. He wandered, 
ragged and hungered, through a castle forest 
and a dog, belonging to the master, was seen 
every day to take a loaf of bread to the woods, 


He was followed and Saint Roche was 
discovered in a cave, ,j; where he 
had grown stronger and better, the 


scourge having departed from him. He spent 
the remainder of his life in attending the sick 
and afftiicted, 

In pictures and statues he is always repre- 
sented with his dog, the preserver of his life, 
beside him. In the scourge of yellow fever in 
1875 a priest prayed to St. Roche, promising to 
dedicate a chapel to him if he 
his parish from ycllow fever. The legend 
is that the priest’s prayer was answered; not 
one of his parishioners had the slightest symp- 
tom of the terrible scourge, and so the little 
chapel was built, and around it has grown 
white gravestones, standing tall and fair like 
lilies on the emerald grass. 

Even St. Roche could not keep his people 
from death, and would he wish er since he 
knew the fullness of the life to come? 

It was wasa peaceful place on that warm 
brightday. Nota sound save the humming of 
insects**that seemed like fairy bells onthe skirts 
ofsilence.’’ Two artists sat sketching the litile 
church. It stood a perfect picture against the 
soft blue sky. From its ancient air it might 
have been built acentury ; Its stone walls were 
ivy-covered, the front ornamentation being 
outlined in olive traceries, the bell built ina 
circular niche, way up in front. just below the 
dome, seemed even in its gray silence to be 
calling the people to silent prayer.

grand, is telling its story of death and sacrifice, 
leaving to those who look upon it the compk- 
tion of its victory. Upon the rostrum at the 
foot of the altar brightly burned forty-nine 
candles, the light of forty-nine prayers said 
that morning. 

A small parish and forty-nine petitions 
made to a saint by 10 o’clock in the morning! 
Verily, if these people are wicked they have 
raore conscience than the majority of man- 
kind. What did those forty-nine little can- 
dles mean? Whatdepths of sin and sorrow 
did their light speak to heaven for? What 
confessions, What transgressions, must that 
plain little altar have heard! what cries for 
mercy or pardon! what carnest prayers for re- 
lief of soul and body! 

One or two of the parish people —home spun- 
gowned and cracker-bouneted—-knelt at the 
altar in praver; and a slim creole girl, with 
Ler dark eves shining from beneath her calico 
bonnet like’ raindrops through brown 
leaves, knelt with a bunch of 
pink roses in her hand at _ the 
last seat. She could have wafted her prayers 
to heaven on no sweeter offering. On the 
altar were placed many small marble biocks 
with “merci’’ carved upon them, and there 
were casts of afflicted hands and feet that had 
been cured by the prayers at this shrine. There 
was alittlewax cast of a child's tiny hand. 
and arm—an o‘fering from a grateful mother— 
and on either side -the altar stood stichs and 
crutches, laid aside and given as thank offer- 
ings aftercures. A tiny pair of cratches, the 
blue velvet arm pads much worn, told a piti- 
ful story of patient, childish suffering. How 
light must have been-the mother’s hand as she 
gave these little crutches as a thank offering 
for answered prayer. 

Some other visitors entered whispering and 
smiling. One said the word “superstition,” 
and so most of us felt it to be. There was a 
hushed sound of a woman’s tread behind us— 
@ tread like a sob. Turning we saw a pale 
sad-faced woman with a child in her arms walk

Was this superstition after all? 

And ifit was, what harm. Anything that 
could give hope and comfort to a heart-broken 
mother must contain some element of divinity. 
The woman before us knew not of our pres- 
ence. She was pleading with God for her 
child, and we, looking upon her, knelt and 
prayed with faith as earnest and sincere. 

Then rising, we went our way down the 
clover-lined paths of the cemetery. Here do 
lovers walk insearch of four-leaved clover, 
which they regard as aspocial talisman of 
luck when found at St. Roche. The story 
runs that when a girl goes to St. 
Roche with an admirer she never fails to marry 
him. It proved true, not long ago, in the case 
of a New Orleans girl who recently married an 
Atlanta man. She could never be persuaded 
to go to Saint Roche with any of her male 
friends, but when the right one came she stood 
with him at the shrine of Saint Roche, and, 
walking out amid the clover, she found a four 
leaf, with a little red heart in tho largest leaf. 
. And so she just had to marry him after 
that.

tian you must getup at daybreak, a hard 


trial at all times, and hardest of all in this 
lazy climate, where rich and poor sleep late in 
the morning. 

**There’s no use expecting the servants up 
so early,”’ said the gentleman of our party the 
night before.

At every wayside station we were greeted 
by the mingled odor of fried oysters and vio- 
lets, these articles being peddled in baskets 
by urchins of all colors.

: FARMERS BUY GOODS. 


A Cash Commission Business for Two and 
; @ Half Per Cent-—-To Handle Three- 
‘ Fourths the Cotton Crop. 


“We devote much of the farmer’s page this 
snorning to a discussion of one of the most im- 
portant phases of the agricultural problem, its 
;>lation to the commercial world. 
Qne of the main objects of the Al- 
liance, as we understand it, 1 to put farm 
yrodutts close to the ultimate buyer, and 
tring the farmerclose to the maker of the 
phods he needs on his farm. We have printed 
the only full explanation yet given of the 
fans of the proposed Georgia exchange—the 
eptails of the working of the co-operative store 
s Eatonton—and this morning we give the 
pians of the state exchange of Alabama. 
¥,very intelligent man is interested in the 
working out of this phase of the farmers’ 
psollem, and we commend Dr. Bone’s inter- 
View to general reading. 

‘Following this interview are some pertinent 
agd interesting letters. 


‘BinuinGHaM, Ala., March 18.—[Staff Corre- 
sytondence.|—The state exchange of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance in Texas having weathered the 
storm that gathered over its head when it had 
dine acredit business of $200,000 on $17,000 
cosh capital, and having started its second 
year’s business solidly on acash basis, the 
fafmers of Alabama have undertaken to run a 
atgte exchange. 

st may be termed simply a cash commission 
business. 

Vhe exchange acts as purchasing or selling 
agents for farmers all over the state, charging 
2) percent for buying goods or selling farm 
preduets, and filling no orders not accompanied 
by the cash. 

Whether this can be done for 25 per cent 
deyends, the merchants say, upon the nature 
of their expenses. if they act as 
putchasing agents merely, avoiding the 
exgense of handling goods, warehouse 
exenses, insurance, etc., the __i busi- 
pork with the large following of farmers may 
be slone within the 24 per cent and the ex- 
cheage may accumulate some property. 

If the exchange undertakes to keep a stock 
and handle all its goods the merchants say 
the bx pc nses will run over 25 per cent, prob- 
ali* to 5 per cent at least. 

Then comes the question of ingenuity and 
perfection of appliances for handling goods in 
an *normous business. Such systems for in- 
siaice as that of a great manufacturing plant 
whece almost every package is handled by 
machinery. If the exchange, as it expects, 
shold buildup a business of a million or 
moi the expense of handling might be re- 
duczd to a minimum, but the wholesale 
grocers say they cannot handle a million dol- 
lars worth of goods for $25,000. 

The commission will have to be regulated 
by tye demontrated cost of doing business, and 
that.is what the exchange will do as the busi- 
nes proceeds. 

fet the handling of cotton under the system 
out!-;ned opens a question of the first magni- 
tude. What the farmers propose is neither 
more or less than the handling of three-fourths 
of tke cotton crop of the country and the col- 
leciti»n through the secresy of their lodges of 
accusate data, which will put their cotton 
committee in position to regulate the market. 

They propose to have on record the number 
of bales that must be sold on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, he number which will be held till March 
Ist, May Ist and July Ist. 

W ‘th this knowledge, if no one else had it, 
theyanight be ableto do a great deal. The 
worls a Napoleonic mind might do with such 
tools is almost inconceivable. If that mind 

weietin the council of the farmers and of 
thens, creat stability of prices might be main- 
tained; at least the market might be sustained 
while the crop was still in the hands of the 
farin®rs and until they had unloaded. 

If mu the contrary it were among the big 
operators on the outside and had managed by 
some’ stratagem to get hold of the inside infor- 
mati¢n, the market might be depressed at the 
very time when a large number of bales would 
have to be sold byfarmers. The system would 
be a nowerful tool, but a two-edged one, and it 
would be the business of the farmers to see 
that %o one else got hold of it. 

Dr... P. Bone, the manager of the ex- 
Change which has just been started at Bir- 
ming 2ani, said of it: 

The Plan of the Fxchange. 

“The Farmers’ Exchange is the executive or 
busin¢ss agency of the order of that name, and 
is in the form of a corporate body to enable it 
more Sifectually to carry out its purposes. It 
is cnt#rely under control of the alliance. The 
stock *stakon by primany alliances, who elect 
@ primary trustee stockholder. These meet in 
count}. convention and elect one or moro 
county trustce stockholders. These in turn 
moet fanunally in state convention and elect 
a boatd of directors which controls the ex- 
changy. Stockholders in the exchange are 
@xclus nvely members of the Farmers’ alliance. 

*The exchange has been established for the 
purpost of obtaining for the farmors composing 
the allfance fair prices for the products they 
have té@ sell, and enabling said farmers to pur- 
chase farm implements and such other arti- 
cies as are used by the farmers gencrally, at 
the lowest possible prices and shipping 
gates, -so as to avoid all extra ex. 
pense between the manufacturer and con- 
sumer, and to promote the well being of the 
farming class generaliy. 

“Nothing is further from the intentions of 
tihe alliance in establishing the exchange than 
© seriovsly iuterfere with the legitimate com- 
mercial business, our belief being that the or- 
gunization will work more good than harm to 
Ble con}mercial trade. 

“As d@lready stated, one of the priucipal fea- 
tures of: the business is the selling of farm 
product}—cotton, grain, hay etc.—of which a 
sample 4s shipped to the exchange, stored in 
their warehouse and there offered for sale, 
while tlhe produce itself is held on the farms 
Orin coAnty warehouses for shipment, when 
sold, topoinis where it is needed. 

“Another important feature of{the exchange 
business consists in the purchasing of 
merchac«dise for the members of the 
alliance, We do a purchasing business 
for mpmbers, who do not come to 
the cits but order through the exchange 
by mail the orders coming not directly from 
the megnbers, but through local business 
agents, Who collect orders and forward them 
to the exchange. The local agents will gen- 
erally be officers of the county exchanges, 
which ate branches of the state exchange, to 
be estab‘ished later by local subscriptions. 

**Thes» orders are placed upon the books of 
the exchange and filled by its agents. Pur- 
chases ato made from the local merchants 
whenevye® we can obtain from them reasonable 
terms, afd it is always our aim and preference 
to patronize 2 home merchants. 

“Memers Of our order visiting the city 
where the exchange is located make-it their 
headquasters, and receive the advice and 
assistance of the exchange. in making their 
purchaset. The exvhange, always posted 
as to prices and the state of the market, can, 
of course, do better for the farmer than he can 
do for Lirnself, both in buying and selling, 
The respensibility of the exchange, and its 
ability to put up largo forfeits and guarantees, 
enable itto fill orders and make purchases to 


far bettcr advantage than could be done by | 
| “The way for them to do,”’ said Dr. Bone, “‘is 


one individual. 
“The exchange does business strictly upon 


a cash basis, aud requires each order to be ac- 


companie? by draft for the money. 


“The commission charged by the exchange | 


is 24 per cent on all sales and purchases. It is 
not designed to make money, but only to pay 
expenses. 

The Cotton System. 

‘On cotton a special rate, lower than 24 per 
cent, will be made. 

THE HANDLING OF COTTON. 

“The cotton department will be controlled 
by a cotton committee, and we will have 
agents in manufacturing centers like Fall 
River and in New York and Liverpool. The 


€otton committee will send out blanks to each 
sub-alliance where cotton is raised, and each 
- member will filla blank, stating the number 
of bales of cotton he will raise, how many he 
will be obliged to sell by the first of January, 
how many he can and will hold until the first 
of March, and how many he can and will hold 
to the first of May, how many he can and will 
hold until the first of July. These reports willbe 
consolidated by the county secretary and 
transmitted to the state secretary, who will 
make a state coosolidation and transmit it to 
the chairman of the cotton committee. 

‘The cotton committee has power to treat 
with manufacturers for the sale of cotton at 
any of the dates specified, or atany time when 
they think fair prices can be obtained. 

‘The cotton committee will issue circulars 
to the sub-alliance from time to time, urging 
them to raise sufficient supplies for man and 
beast, in order that they may be able to hold 
their cotton. By resolution of the national 
alliance, the members who fail to hold cotton 
according to their pledges are guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming an alliance man. 

“If this plan is ratitied by the state alliances 
the state exchanges when organized in all the 
cotton states will handle three-fourths of the 
cotton crop. 

The Texas Exchange. 

“The Texas exchange,with its small capital, 
handled the larger half of the cotton crop of 
that state last year, and did a produce 
and merchandise commission business of $1,- 
500,000. They gotinto trouble by trying to 
advance to farmers. That was too big an un- 
dertaking with their capital, though the ex- 
change finally came out all right. The mer- 
chants fought the alliance bitterly on account 
of the credit system, and induced the banks, 
who had agreed to advance to farmers to with- 
hold money from them. A few thousand dol- 
lars worth of the exchange paper went to pro- 
test. 

“An appeal was made to the _ primary 
alliances of Texas for additional subscriptions. 


the primaries were asked to meet and sub- 
scribe more money. They met on the 9th of 
June, a day memorable among the alliance 
men of Texas, and raised $50,000 
more. That relieved the ° exchange, 
the farmers paid their notes when they came 
due, and the year’s business came out all right. 
The farmers’ notes were secured by mortgages 
on the growing cropin amounts not over six 
dollars an acre. This year the Texas cxchange 
avoided that system and is doing business ex- 
clusively forcash. Weare profiting by their 
experience and will do a strictly cash business 
here. | 

‘We have an authorized capital of $250,000 
to be raised by subscriptions in the sub-al- 
liances, of which there are about fifteen hun- 
dred in the state. The sub-alliance meets and 
decides by vote whether it will subscribe a 
$100 share for each thirty-five members. This 
subscription is apportioned among the mem- 
bers according to their means. 

‘‘We estimate that there will be fifteen non- 
paying members in every thirty-five, and each 
share will be paid by about twenty. The 
capital of the state exchange is thus to be 
raised by an average investment of $5 by 
every alliance man in Alabama who is able to 
pay anything. 

“About half our capital stock has been sub- 
scribed. Ten per cent is paid down, 40 per 
cent November 1, 1888, and 50 per cent No- 
vember 1, 188. 

“We will have'the first 50 per cent this sum- 
mer, Which will give us a canital of something 
over $60,000. Next year we will have that 
much more with the addition from new sub- 
scriptions. In other words, we will start with 
over twice the capital the Texas exchange 
started with, and the second year will have 
twice as much as they have this, their second 
year. 

Co-Operative Stores Discouragedse 

“We discourage the starting of local co- 
operative stores. Where they sell to the gen- 
eral trade they invade the ranks of the mer- 
chants. This is outside our purpose. Weare 
farmers, not merchants, and when they do a 
general business they become merchants 
themselves. There isnoneed for that with 
the organization of the exchange. We buy 
for wholesale prices and send to the alliance 
man, charging him a@ commission. We buy 
aud sell for none but alliance men. We have 
not entered the field against the merchants to 
break up their business. The alliance was 
not organized for that. We simply do our own 
business in our own way. If we come in con- 
tact with them in doing that we can’t help it. 

“The handling of grain, hay and produce 
will stimulate the raising of these articles and 
the diversifying of crops. ‘The business of 
the Texas exchange did great good in 
Stimulating these products of their farm. 

Smaller Cotton Bales. 

‘Another thing we expect to effect is the re- 
duction of the size of cotton bales from 500 to 
15Q.or 200 pounds. In Liverpool the price of 
exon is regulated so as to allow 6 per cent 

*tare—a reduction of three pounds per bale. By 
putting up small bales, the loss incident to 
tearing open bales in filling the irregular space 
in the hold of a vessel will be avoided, and we 
think the tare can be reduced one-half. These 
bales can be put up in cotton bagging and 
compressed so that 500 pounds of cotton will 
occupy no more space than ordinary bales 
after they are coinpressed. 

“In Texas the railroads collect our cotton free 
of charge at the warehouses of our local ex- 
changes, in order that they may profit by the 
increased capacity of cars after the com pres- 
sion of bales. We think the same arrange- 
ment can be made in this state, and cotton wil] 
be collected and compressed at local ex- 
changes, from which it will be shipped direct 
to the manufacturer, when the state exchange 
gets orders based on the samples deposited 
here. 

“The alliance men will never use jute bag- 
ging again. They are arranging to establish 
mills for making cotton bagging in Missis- 
Sippl. 

“‘With the present rate of tare it pays to use 
heavy bagging. It would pay every farmer to 
use two and ahalf pound bagging on a 300 
pound bale of cotton.” 

A Practical Question. 

While this conversation was in progress, an 
average Alabama farmer came in. 

“IT am from Fayette county,” said he to 
Dr. Bone, “and I want to pay you $100 for our 
forty per cent.”’ 

He represented three primary alliances and 
was paying up the second stock installment. 

“Now,” he said, as he handed over the $100 
bill, “‘I want to see whether we can get any 
help. Can you do anything for us without the 
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money 7

to lend. In north Alabama, wiiere Llive, there 
are plenty of men who are glad to lend money 
at 8 per cent on goo: security.” 

“There are somain our alliance who can’t 
give security that the money-lender would ac- 
cept,’’ objected the farmer. 

‘Well, then,” said Dr. Bone, ‘‘you must 
stand together; the strong among you must 
help the weak until they can get on their 
feet.’’ 

To this the farmer made no reply, but his 
face wore a thoughtful and rather serious ex- 
pression. 

Right here wil] be one of the greatest difli- 
culiies with the exchange. The farmers have 
gone into the alliance almost in a body because 
they hoped to better their condition and they 
look to the exchange for some kind of help. 
Those who need help most will be taken 
aback when they find that the exchange pro- 
poses to help them by inducing them to help 
themselves, as far as advances are concerned. 

Some kind of credit system will have to be 
devised, for a time at least, if the farmer does 
business with the exchange exclusively. This 
is the reason why merchants who have capital 
and experience and are prepared to do a credit 
business have little to fear. They will have 
all they can handle for a long time to come. 

The Exchange and the Merchants. 

The exchange is likely to throw an immense 
cash business in the community in which it 
does business. . Some of the Birmingham 
grocers are counting on large _ sales 
to the exchange. The exchange buyers 
will shop around among them and get goods 
to the best advantage possible, and they ought 
to buy at bottom prices in such large quanti: 
ties for spot cash. 

The country merchants, if any, will be the 
ones to suffer from the operations of the ex- 
change. They have this resource, however: 

The merchant’s services and capital will be 
needed in the country, and if they are crowded 
out even for a time, it will be a serious loss to 
the farmer. But this is not likely to be done 
to any great extent. The truth is that the 
merchant is like the cat—toss him up and he 
will light on his feet every time. 

The prosperity of the merchant depends or 
the prosperity of the former. What hurts the 
farmer hurts the merchant and what helps the 
farmer helps the merchant. If the farmers 
. save money in buying heavy goods through 
the exchange that moncy will be spent largely 
with the local merchant in buying small 
articles such as notions, on which the mer- 
chant makes a larger profit with less capital. 
The farmer and the country merchant ought 


to be friends, not enemies,for they help or hurt 
each other. W.G. Cooper,

cerns in Pennsylvania and Ohio have recently 
gone into the hands of receivers, the capacity 
of the pig iron plants in Jefferson county is 
now being increased twenty-five per cent. 


enormous. 
completed, increases the daily output 650 tons, 
another 200, another, partly completed, 200.and 
another 250. The capacity of the county has 
been doubled in the past two years, and there 
are now under construction or arranged for five 
furnaces that will add one fourth to the pro- 
duction, and carry the total output above 2,500 
tons a day. 

The cost of making iron in the Birmingham 
region isa question upon whioh every man 
connected with a turnace is sworn to secresy. 
It is impossible to get exact figures, but some 
times the truth leaks out. Mr. Carnegie says 
$10 a ton isa liberal estimate for making No. 
1 foundry, the best grade. It is pretty certain 
that some of the furnaces are making 
their product inside of $) a ton. 
A furnace man said that iron had been made 
at Birmingham so that it could be sold for a 
profit at $9.50. The average price of all grades 
now is $11.50. @aq@r ¢ price tonehed. by 
mill iron, th ish ee , was $9.25, which 
was reached within the past month. 

The Sloss Iron and Steel company bonded 

at $2,000,000 first, and $2,000,000 second mort- 
gage bonds, because of delay for repairs, ran 
only 32 per cent of the time last year, and yet 
paid six per cent interest on the tirst and atwo 
per cent onthe second mortgage or income 
bonds. This makes $160,000 earned by four 
furnaces in four months. The manager of 
this business is Mr. Thomas Sedden who 
headed the party of Birmingham _protec- 
tionists -who called on President Harrison 
a few months § ago. He is the gen 
of James A. Sedden, of Virginia, a member 
of the confederate cabinet. 
&Some of the furnaces are making iron 
cheaper than others. Some have long unex- 
pired contracts for raw material and transpor- 
tation at prices somewhat above those now ob- 
tainable. 

The recently completed plants have an ad- 
vantage in this respect. Some of the furnace 
companies own coal mines, some own ore 
mines and some own both, while others have 
to buy their raw material. Some are better 
situated to get competitive freight rates. 

The Thomas furnace, four miles west of the 
city, is said to be making iron under the most 
favorable conditions. It was built within the 
last two years by one of the largest iron men 
in Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Thomas has been considered the auto- 
crat of the pig iron market. Furnaces in 
making contracts for the delivery of pig iron 
have been considered as doing the square 
thing if they guaranteed to protect their pur- 
chasers against the Thomas prices. 

He came to Alabama thirty-tive years ago 
and bought the land on which his furnace is 
now located. He said then that it would 
make him or his children or grandchildren 
rich. He has madea fortune in Pennsylvania, 
and two years ago began to build up this 
plant. He has completed one 100-ton furnace 
and is building another. It is thought that he 
will keep on until the plant is the largest in 
the United States. 

Birmingham is made up of incongruous 
houses. ‘here aresolid brick blocks in the 
midst of wooden residences apparently off the 
main business streets. In a yard not a half 
mile from the union passenger depot I saw 
niistletoe growing ona forest oak. Itisa 
town of magnificent distances and rapid 
transit. From the heart of the city you can go 
almost anywhere in the county in a half hour, 
and almost anywhere else in an hour. There 
aré Bessemer, Ensley, Pratt Mines, East Lake, 
North Birmingham and the South Highlands, 
and more auxiliary towns than you can re- 
member. 

The county has 100,000 people and pays nearly 
one-fifth of the tax of the = state— 
one-fifteenth of the population of 
Alabama aying one-fifth the tax. 
This shows the enormous earning power of a 
manufacturing population. Their wages have 
made the town rich. The First National bank 
had overamillion dollars of deposits by the 
last statement. A savings bank which has 
been taking in mites for a few months has 
$50,000 in deposits that average $40. There- 
fore 1,250 depositors.

Strange to say, there is not a nail 
factory in the place. 

Though the town is solidifying very fast, 
there are yet lacking many of the advantages 
of a settled city like Atlanta. <A good library 
is needed. There is a race track, but no place 
to hold anexposition. Itseems unaccountable 
that Birmingham, with her resources, has 
maul had an exposition on any pretentious 
scale. 

There is a good system of public schools and 
some fine school buildings have recently been

erected, but the churches for the most part are 
ordinary. Thisis rather strange when. it is 
known that many of the leading iron men are 
prominentin the churches. The streets are 
rough and muddy in places when it rains. The 
city has just voted $500,000 of bonds to lay 
belgian blocks. It was wise to delay this till 
good sewerage had been secured. The sanitary 
ordinances are unusually rigidand rigidly en- 
forced. 

The moneyed aristocrats are building houses 
on the south highlands, and the more aristo- 
cratic they are the higher up the hill they 
pitch their houses. The view of the city from 
these highlands is commanding and at night 
it is a grand and brilliant panorama 
that spreads out in the valley. 
The flaming gas rising from _ the 
furnaces throwsa red glare on everything 
around and above. When the clouds hang 
low the reflection covers the whole city with a 
blazing canopy, that shifts with the wind. 

Birmingham is big and solid and rough. 
Most people would call her a rough diamond, 
but there is money enough to put on the pol- 
ish in the course of time. There isa large 
element of culture and refinement among the 
people, many of whom are from the best stock 
of Alabama, Virginia, the Carolinas, and 
Georgia. They are nearly all southern people. 
The first thing a yankee has to do when he 
goes there is to get his eye teeth cut. There 
were some notable instances of that during 
the boom. 

Birmingham has a reputation for crime be- 
cause the devil got the start there and accumu- 
lated a large stock of devilment before the good 
influences got organized. The churches and 
other organizations which make morality 
have not caught up with their work, though I 
was told that they had been very active. 

The crime is largely traceable to causes 
which time will cure. The penitentiary con- 
victs are turned loose on the town as their 
terms expire. The lessees are not required 
as in Georgia to give discharged convicts 
tickets to the counties from which they were 
sentup. Finding themselves without money 
in a town were there is plenty of work the dis- 
charged convict generally stay there and swell 
the criminal class. The passage of an act 
like that in Georgia would relieve this to some 
extent.

RAMIE ANDITS CULTURE, 

SANANNAH, Ga., March,15-~-My attention has 
been called to an article on Ramuie, published in the 
editorial columns of your yery influential paper, 
issue of the 25th ultimo, and with your permission, 
I take the liberty of making some comments 
upon it.

Pa. nmave organized a company, 
under a charter, and. purchased a tract 
of land in this state for the purpose 
of cultivating the ramie plant on a large scale. 


trust it will be crowned with deserved success. In 
the article underconsideration liis stated that in 
your latitude three crops of ramle stems can be 
harvested a — and this is just the point on which 
I wish io call your attention. 

The experiments thus farcarried on in this conn- 
try do not justify, 1 believe, such statements, nor do 
I think it safe tocalculate upon more than one crop 
a year, and two under fayorable conditions 
and with irrigation. No higher’ estimate 
should be accepted until practical results warrant it. 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION that hes done so 
mueh for the planters of Georgia, and is always 
ready to advocate anything tending to ameliorate 
their condition and develop the vast resources of 
the staté, would, I think, prevent many. from loss 
and disappointment, by advising the adoption, asa 
basis, of moderate yields, until experience teaches 
us to accept larger ones. 

But the most vital question connected with the 
ramie crop and industry lies priucipally upon ob-

from the stem economically.

south, industries of vast wealth to its people.

ward work. 

The ‘‘Eureka,’’ so often claimed during the last 
ten years, has proved to be, so fur, the product of 
the inventors wish, and not the result of his accom. 
plished work. Mayin this instance the claim of 
the Pittsburg decorticateo be substantiated by re- 
suits, Suciua fact-will be bailed with joy all over 
the country. 

Mr. George Gibson, of Pittsburg, is the inventor of 
a decorticator that Isaw atthe New Orleans expo 
sition. The inventor, though satisfied to some 
extent with hiswork, hassyet much to accomplish 
before accepting it as complete. Vor the purpose, I 
believe, of perfecting his invention, Mr. Gibson 
went to Lille, France, trom whereI had a long and 
interesting letter in 1886. Most likely Mr. Gibson's 
is the decorticator alluded toin your article, and he 
deserves to succeed, for he worked hard and faith- 
fully for many years.

THE GREAT METROPOLIS OF SOUTH 
GEORGIA. 


A City Grand in Possibilities, and With a 
Population Equal to the Oecasion—The 
+ City’s Growth and Prospects. 


TrromasvILL, Ga., March 23.—[Special.|— 
Thomasville, the metropolis of south Georgia, 
is unquestionably the livest and most progres- 
sive small city in the entire south. 

It is Atlanta, and in some respects more than 


Atlanta, on a small Scaie. 

Although Thomasville is a town of only 
about five thousand permanent inhabitants it 
is more of acity than the majority of places 
containing from twenty to thirty thousand 
people. Everybody here is for Thomasville 
first, last and all the time. This has made it 
what it is, and that which will one day make 
jit a great city. The foundation fora great city 
has been well laid, and with such people as 
‘Thomasvilic now contains its future is assured. 

Thomasville next to Atlanta is today the 
best known city in Georgia, Why? Because 
it has been advertised throughout every state 
of the union. It is of course the climate of 
Thomasville that first attracted attention to it. 

Sut other points in southwest Georgia have 
the same climate, the same advantages and 
the same surroundings. However, some how, 
Thomasville got the bulge and its people are 
of that enterprising sort who know when they 
have an advantage and how to improve it. Its 
people realized its opportunities and have lost 
ho time in improving them. They have made 
$¢ ~~ second to none as 3a vinter 
resort for northern people; they have 
coustrnueted magnificent hotels, have adver- 
tised them, and the northern people simply 
tocle here in droves. More than fifteen thou- 
sand caine hers last year, and by the first of 
May there will have been fully twenty thou- 
pand here this year. These people come for 


‘health and pleasure, and they find both. They 


pay well for what they get, but they get the 

very best and are perfectly satisfied. In fact, 

thev are so well satisfied that everyone goes 

away a walking advertisement for the town. 
THE NORTHERN VISITORS. 

It is said of Thomasville that. were it 
shingled ever it would be one immense hotel, 
and the statement is not very wide of the 
mark, for it is a perfect mass of hotels and 
boarding houses. There are three hotels here 
that are as fine as can be found anywhere—the 
Mitchell, the Piney Weods and the Masury. 
Tien there are a half dozen smaller hotels and 
ipnumerable boarding houses. Yet every one 
is filled and hundreds of northern people who 
have written here for rooms have been 
‘unable to secure them. The town needs 
more hotels and the people say they shall be 
built. The beauty about the place is that with 
one exception, the Masury—every hotel here 
is owned by natives. 

It is estimated by Colonel A. P. Wright and 
Mr. Ss. L. Hayes, the presidents of the two 
banks here, that the northern visitors during 
the four winter months, spend between eight 
and nine thousand dollars per day, or about 
$250,000 per month, nearly every dollar of 
which remains right here, consequently the 
people of Thomasville are getting rich. In 
fact they arerich. If there is a poor man in 
the town or county, L have not heard of him or 
recnh him. Everyone here makes money and 
Apends it. The appearance of the town shows 
it. There are few common buildings here. 
‘hey are solid, substantial and at the same 
time neat structures. The stores equal those 
fn the larger cities. There are not many, but 
those here are of the very best class. They are 
ef glass and iron front, and altogether give the 
town that neat appearance characteristic of the 
siorth west. 

THE BUSINESS MEN 

of Thomasville don’t know what it is to ex- 
pericuce tight times. All times are flush here. 
The money, of course, principally comes from 
the northern visitors. Itis put in circulation 
by them in the winter and it remains in circula- 
tion till they come again. They like the place 
audits people. They get what they want and 
they come again. They are here until May 
gpendipg money and enjoying themselves. 
‘Lien, when they leave, the pear crop, which 
i, the great production of Thomas county, is 
marketed. This crop brings from one to two 
hundred thousand dollars here each season. 
Then the cotton crop comes in, and by the 
tune itis marketed the northern people re- 
tarn. Thus it will readily be seen why times 
are always flush here. 

‘The question is naturally asked, what has 
made Thomasville a popular resort for north- 
ern people during the winter season? Editor 
Jolin Triplett, of the Times, who has probably 
done more than any one else to make Thomas- 
ville what it is, and who predicts for it a grea 
fixture, explains it. He attributes it to the 
cifmate. Hesays, as compared with winter 
rekorts in this and other conntries, it is the 
universal verdict that ‘Thomasville has 
no equal, Physicians recommend 
that their patients effected with lung and 
throat troubles gotothe interior pine belts 
where there is an absence of the marked 
humidity of the coast points. Thomasville is 
perfectiy drained, and there is a marked 
absence of humidity. The temperature is 
ecqnuabie, and being only fifty-three miles froin 
the Gulf of Mexico, its warm breezes, coming 
laden withthe aroma of the pine forests, 
makes it the most delightful climate in the 
world. Then the scil, being of sand and clay, 
is of such a porous character that within an 
honar after the hardest rain there is no water 
orimud on the streeis or surrounding roads, 
mor is there the dainpness felt in most climates, 

THE EFFECT OF THE CLIMATE.

Speaking 
of fiianta, we want it Known that the eforts 
of dure ConstrruTion to build up this 
péctien of the state are fully appre- 
ciated by our pecple. There is much yet to 
be <ionc, however, to make Thomasville what 
it siivwuid be. Other hotels must be bnilt. A 
eanitarium bas been suggested and will proba- 
hiy be established in the near future. We 
Bhall, also, probably establish a turpentine dis- 
tillery for the benefit of our guests. We shal] 
utapan electric light pliant this summer. 
Ve already have as fine an opera house ascan 
be found in any of the larger southern cities. 
“Among the northern people who have 
been here this winter,”’ continued Mr. Triplett, 
‘aro some of the! most distinguished in the 
United State. There have been several gov- 
erneors, United State senators, congressmen, 
Mrs. Thomas H. Henkricks, Pierre Lorillard, 
the Vanderbilt party, Mr. James Swan, C. M° 
Metiechee, Colonel Kidd Douglass, of Mary- 
land, C P. Huntington and niany others. 
‘The most conspicuous feature of Thomas- 
Viileg is the number of private winter resi- 
dences of northern people. Mr. John W. 

York, has a palatial 
country home costing nearly seventy-iive 
thousand doilars just outside the city limits.

SOME BUSINESS POINTS. 

But, as to the business of Thomasville: In 
the first place, the railroad receipts at this 
point aggregate over a half million dollars 
annuatly. Nearly all the passengers and 
freight to and from this point go by Savannah. 
The schedules to Atlanta are so inconvenient 
that the people cannot deal with Atlanta. 
They, however, want direct connection with 
Atlanta, and with such progressive mén as 
Hon. John Melntyre, Colenel A. P. Wright, 
I. W. Reid and John Triplett working for it 
it is pretty certain that Thomasville will have 
it. Nearly every one here feels a keen and 
deep interest in the extension of the Atlanta 
and Florida road, and they will do anything in 
reason to secure it to this point. 

Mr. McIntyre says: . “fo connect Atlanta 
and Thomasville has been the dream of my 
life. Welook upon Atlanta as the greatest 
place in the cotutry, and we want to throb in 
unison with her. Weare now compelled to 
buy in Savannah, but we want a better mar- 
ket.”’ 

Mr. J. W. Reid, a prominent druggist, said: 
‘‘Do you know there is very little difference 
between the freight rates to Atlanta and New 
York? It takes from ten days to two 
weeks to get freight here from 
Atlanta and only five days from New York; 
consequently we buy our goods in New York 
because it takes less time to get them here. 
Again, do you know that of the great number 
of visitors who come here very few come via 
Atlanta, although it would be nearer, simply 
because the railroads between here and At- 
lantawill not bring the Pullman cars through ? 
To come from Atianta here you are compelled 
to ride in an ordinary passenger car and to 
change three times.’’ 

TWO STRONG BANKS. 

Thomasville Las two banks with a capital of 
$100,000 each. Colonel A. P. Wright and Mr. 
S. L. Hayes are their respective presidents. 
Both are shrewd business nen, and, above all, 
have the interest of Thomasville at heart. 
There are about one hundred business houses 
here, and each geis its share of the enormous 
amount of money left here annually by the 
northern. visitors. There is ‘no crop 
they would rather see como into the 
market than what they are disposed to 
term the “‘yankee crop. It brings money 
almost withoutend. Nexttothisisthe fruit 
crop, for Thomas county isthe home of the 
pear, the strawberry and the watermelon. 
There is very little cotton raised here. Every- 
thing is in fruit and that is why this is one of 
the very wealthiest counties in the state. 

In the city there is more than 8600,000 in- 
vested in hotel property, and the assessment 
of property in Thomasville amourts to $4,000,- 
000, one hundred thousand of whichis owned 
by negroes. Thereisa cottou seed oil mill 
here, an ice factory, iron works, three large 
brick yards, an artesian well two tbousand feet 
deep that supplies the town with the purest 
water, a half dozen well equipped livery 
Stables, quite a large and pretty opera house, 
gas and water works and in fact everything 
that goes to make up a modern and progres- 
Sive city. 

THE RAILROAD FACILITIES 

of Thomasville are very good in many respects, 
but acloser connection should be established 
with Atlanta. Hon. Guyt McLinden has done 
much in this line, which has had the effect of 
building up the town. and to him, in a great 
measure, is due the credit for making Thom- 
asville what it is. 

There are two daily papers here. Both are 
good, and they pay well. Mr. Albert Winter, 
the editor of the Enterprise, and Colanel John 
Triplett, of the Times, are both progres- 
sive and enterprising newspaper men, 
and their papers would be a credit to 
even a@much larger city. : 

THE HEALTH OF THE CITY. 

Dr. McIntosh, the president of the board of 
health and one of the leading physicians here, 
speaks enthusiastically of Thomasville as a 
health resort. He says lung, throat and 
catarrhal troubles are greatly benefited by the 
climate, but says the majority of people w!:o 
visit Thomasville come for pleasure and to get 
away from the cold weather of the north. 

The drives around Thomasville are 
perfectly beautiful. The country is level, 
covered with pine and oak forests which 
shade the roads, and a jaunt through 
the country here is indeed delightful. This is 
the chief enjoyment, and on each pleasant af- 
ternoon the northern visitors are out in force. 
There are two hundred carriages and buggies 
at the livery stables here, besides a hundred or 
more excellent saddle horses, and on each 
pleasant afternoon every one isin use. 

THE LECONTE PEAR. 

The LeConte pear, as I have mentionec 
above, is the principal production of the 
county. All overthe county and even in the 
city you see thousands upon thousands of these 
pear trees, now in full bloom, perfect masses 
of snow white flowers, set oif by a background 
of green. The trees are of beautiful fern. and 
at this season each resembles a huge well- 
shaped bouquet. Yesterday I visited the house 
and the orchard of the leading pear producer 
of the county,the man who first introduced 
the LeConte pear here and who has made 
a fortune from theirsale. Mr. L. L. Varnadoe, 
the gentleman in question, is a typical Georgi: 
farmer, Ilis farm of an hundred acres 
more, is as neat and clean as a garden, 
eyerything he has he makes pay. Mr. Var 
doe came here from Liberty county in 
He was a poor man. In fact, all he had was 
three cuttings of the LeConte pear tree, sent 
to him by Major LeConte from a northern 
nursery. He planted them, and from thesn 
three trees, now in his orcharde 
every LeConte pear tree in ‘Thomas 
county came. These trees are not 
quite large, and each of them bears annually 
thirty-five bushels of the luscious Le Conte. 
They sell for two dollars per bushel; or, in 
other words, he realizes from these three trees 
alone S210 annually. He has six acres of pears 
that will average nearly one hundred trees to 
the acre: many of the trees are young, but Mr, 
V.arnadoe says his entire orchard will average 
ten bushels to the tree. There are six hundred 
trees. Ten bushels to the tree would make a 
total yieid of six thousand bushels or an an- 
nual gross income of 412,000 on Six acres of 
land. Of course the expenses. of rathering 
and caring for the frnit-is deducted from this 
amount, but nevertheless Nir. Var- 
naloe realizes quite a neat sum 
from his pear orchard annually. 
Mr. Varnadoe also runs a Jersey farm. He 
has a dozen cows that will average threo gal- 
lons of milk perday. The milk sells to the 
hotels for forty cents per gallon, and from this 
it wi!l be seen he realizes about fifteen dellars 
per day, while the expenses of his cows will 
hardly exceed five dollars. 

From Thomasviile during the pear season 
there is shipped from three to five car loads of 
this fruit per day, or during the season Mr. 
Varnadoe says there is nearly three hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of pears shipped fron 
this point. 

THE STRONG MEN OF THE COUNTY 

One of the principal causes of Thomasville’s 
prosperity is undoubtedly due to the sterling 
worth of its country yoemanry. The farmers 
are far above the average intelligence and 
know how to make their lands pay . by 
diversifying their crops. The Farmers’ 
Alliance is ina splendid condition here, well 
officered and composed of the most intelligent 
farmers to be found anywhere. Every farm in 
the county, like every lot in the city, is‘as neat 
and clean as possidle. Indeed, Thomasville 
and Thomas county cannot be surpassed, and, 
above all, its people are the cleverest in the 
world.

THE JEWISH ORPHANS. 


THE ASYLUM 1O BE DEDICATED 
NEXT FRIDAY, 


Descriptions of the Elegant Home for the Little 
Ones—How They Will Be Instructed—Cost of 
the Structure. 


The Hebrew Orphan asylum will be dedi- 
cated next Friday. 

Back of this statement is. a story of devoted 
and determined benevolent work by the south 
Atlantic division of the order of B’nai Brith, 
and especially of the Hebrews of Atlanta who 
inaugurated the work and paid the larger part 
of the expense. 

For ten years this division of the order, in- 
eluding the District of Columbia, Maryland, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina and Geor- 
gia, has contemplated the building of anor- 
phan asylum, but no definite action was taken 
until che meeting of the grand lodge in At- 
lanta in 1886, 

At that meeting the Hebrews of Atlanta 
determined to build an asylum and they went 
into the lodge with a subscription of $1,200 as 
astarter: Resolutions were passed to the effect 
that an asylum be built as soon as $50,000 had 
been subscribed, and that the city making the 
largest subscription should be the site of the 
asylum. 

In January, 1887, Mr. Joseph Hirsch went 
to the meeting of the grand lodge in Wash- 
ington with a solid $25,000 subscription from 
Atlanta Hebrews, and demanded. the location 
of the asylum. Washington and Richmond 
wanted it, and asked delay, but .Mr. 
Hirsch insisted on the carrying out 
of the resolutions, and the asylum was 
located at Atlanta. 

THE CORNER STONE LAID. 

The corner stone was laid on the 18th of 
January, 1888, on the beautiful four acre lot 
on the eminence beyond Georgia avenue on 
Washington street. *~ 

A handsome plan in the peculiar and grace- 
ful style of the moresque architecture, design- 
ed by Mr. G. L. Norman,was adopted and the 
work was begunin earnest about the first of 
April last year. The building is now com- 
piete and furnished. 

It is three stories high and rests upon the 
eminence a little back from the street, the in- 
tervening space covered with turf and sown in 
blue grass. 

The first floor has the reception rooms, par- 
lor, chapel,dining room, sewing rooms,kitchen, 
and offices, with a broad veranda on the south 
side. The second flour has the dormitories, 
school room, library, room of the local board, 
and rooms of the matron, superintendent and 
assistants. On the third floor are two sick 
wards and rooms for attendants adjoining. 
The basement has servants’ rooms, coal room, 
laundry, boiler room, and two large rooms for 


IN THE MAIN ENTRANCE, 

As you go in the main entrance a door 
leads to a reception room on the left 
and the chapel beyond. The _ reception 
room onthe right leads to the 
large parlor. The reception rooms are richly 
furnished and carpeted, and in the parlor isa 
life-size portrait of Hon. Simon Wolf, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and an excellent crayon portrait 
of Mr. Joseph Hirsch, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, who has devoted a large part 
of his time to raising the money and superin- 
tending the constructing of the building. Mr. 
Wolf has spent a large part of his fortune in 
benevolent enterprises, and has held every im- 
portant office in the order of B’nai Brith, 

A flood of golden light pours through the 
colored glass windows into the chapel, and the 
worshippers are in asortof perpetual halo. 
There is an organ and service will be held 
every Friday night and Saturdey morning. 

THE SEWING-ROOM. 

The other end of the building has the sew- 
ing-room, where the ladies of the sewing so- 
ciety meet twice a weck and make. garments 
for the children. The recom is provided with 
a table for cutting and a closet for materia: 
and fine machines to do the sewing. 

The diningroom has a large oak sideboard 
with high shelves under glass cover for the 
plates and dishes, and the children eat at two 
long tubles. 

The kitchen, which connects with thie 
diningroom, has a large double range and elab- 
orate arrangements for cooking and carving. 

An interesting place is the dormitory—a 
long room with twenty-five little iron bed- 
steads, with the beds neatly made up and cov- 
ered with a white counterpane. On the iron 
rail at the foot of cach bed hung an ample 
towel, fresh from the laundry. On one side is 
the clothes room with a locker for each occu- 
pant, with a hat box above and a shoe box be- 
low, all under lock and key. ‘To the Jeft ig a 
layatory. Each individual is provided with a 
good comb and brush and tooth brush, kept in 
wire loops along the wall. '. Attached is a bath 
room with other conveniences. 

This is the girls’ dormitory. The boys’ dor- 
mitory is a duplicate of it. Adjoining each 
dormitory are the attendants’ and matrons’ 
roonuis. 

The sick are carried up on the third floor in 
two isolated rooms, one for the boys and one 
forthe girls, There is a dispensary with a 
full stock of medicines on the first floor. 

The school room on the second floor is di- 
rectly over the chapel and of the same size, It 
has the usnal blackboards and is furnished 
with fifty gcod desks of modern pattern. The 
building is furnished throughout for fifty, 
though its full capacity is 125 children. The 
rooms are heated by steam with radiators in 
each, and a grate for convenience when only 
alittle heat-is required, 

Every apartment is lighted with gas at 
night and through numerous windows in day- 
time. The walls are delicately tinted and 
frescoed and there is ample ventilation. 

Lhe stone foundation and granite coping 
give the building a substantial character, and 
the graceful figures in the red terra cotta work 
of the walls adds attractiveness to the pictur- 
esque style of architecture. 

COST AND CONTRIBUTIONS, 

The structure cost between $60,000 and 
&70,000, $34,000 of which was contributed in 
Atlanta. The story of some of these coniribu- 
tions is wonderful. Mrs. I. C. Bandman 
raised $600 by a chain of let- 
ters, each one of Which brought 
ten cents. She wrote toa friend asking ‘for 
ten cents forthe asylum, also requesting the 
friend to write two such letters to acquaint- 
ances of herown. The letters multiplied fast - 
they grew in geometrical progression til] 6,000 
had been written in six months and 86060 had 
been raised. 

In the same way Miss Tilla Eichberg raised 
money to furnish one of the reception rooms. 
The other recevtion room was furnished by 
the Ladies’ Tuesday Afternocn club, the 
library was furnished by the ladies of Savan- 
nah, the girls’ dormitory by Goldsboro, North 
Carolina, the boys’ dormitory by Miss Ida 
Adlesdorf, of Norfolk, Va., the sick room by 
Mr. A. Bragg, of Baltimore, and a set of fur- 
niture was contributed by the manufacturers, 
Mesers. M. Boley & Sons, of Savannah. Mr.

THE PENSACOLIAN tells a good story on George 
Alfred Townsend, At the Greeley convention in 
Cincinnati in 1872 Townsend cast the six votes of 
Deiaware.

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~ EBUCATIONAL WORK 


ON A &RAND SCALE BY THE M. LF. 
: CHURCH, 


Lleven Colleges With Two Universities and 
Forty Academies Under One Manage- 
ment ~Where and How ttis Being Done. 


Ten fo'leges and forty academies under one 
managtunent. 

Few people have any idea what a tremen- 
dous educational force is at work in the south- 
ern states in the hands of the northern Metho- 
dist charch. 3 

Rey.'J. C. Hartzell, D. D., the correspond- 
ing secretary of the Freedmen’s Aid and South- 
ern Educational society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, has been in Atlanta for several 
days in consultation with the heads of institu- 
tions under his society. He gives the follow- 
ing interesting account of the work: 

“The Methodist Episcopal church is de 
velopig an educational system among both 
the colored and the White people of sixteen 
southern states, which will include seven col- 
leges amoung the colored people and three col- 
leges anong the whites, so located as to best 
serve the interests of the people to be reached. 

“About each of these collegiate centers will 
be a series of academies. The courses of study 
are the sane in all the schools of like grade. 
In each of the colleges are taught the regular 
collego courses, the college preparatory course, 
and an Kvglish course. ‘These courses include 
thirteen grades of a year each. The lower 
schools will be academic in grade, and will 
vive college -preparatory courses and 

“Over thirty of these academies are already 
in successful operation, so that the system now 
includes twenty-two among the colored people 
and twonty among the whites. In these insti- 
tutions of all grades 228 teachers are now at 
work, and over7,000 students are in attendance. 

“The Gammon Theological seminary in this 
city wili bea center of the theological work 
among the colored people and only biblical de- 
partinonuts are organized in other institations. 
The school of theology among the white peo- 
ple wili be located at Athens, Tennessee, and 
biblical departments are organized in other 
institutions arong the whites. 

“At Nashville is the Meharry Medical col-

profession in different states in the south. 
Their suceess has really. been remarkable. 
One of them located at Fort Worth, Texas, is 
now making 8400 a month, and was lately 
called to see the danghter of a prominent 
white citizen. Hercase had been considered 
desperate, and his advice proved valuable. 

‘*A denial college has also been established at 

tho only one of the kind for colored 

people in America. A new building is now 
being erected. In connection with this central 
medical college nurse training classes will be 
tyughtin several institutions. Classes have 
already been organized at Clark university in 
this city, Rust university in Holiy Springs, 
hiississippi, and at other places. 

MANUAL TRAINING AND TRADES SCHOOLS. 

“Manus! training and trades schools are 
betme develoy ed as rapidly as possible. ‘Pre 
largest plants of this kind thus far are at 
Orangeburg, South Carolina, where both the 
Stater fund and the state of South Carolina 
grant cid, and at Clark university, where the 
Siater fund, under the direction of Dr. Hay- 
good, is helping. Extensive work in this line 
done at several of the larger

institutions. 

“The theory is to give manual training to all 
to the extent of one or two hours a day and 
trades to all who may desire them, as rapidly 
as shops and buildings can be provided. 

““THE TRAINING OF TEACHERS 

is tobe a special work in all these schools and 
a normal course is provided which will require 
three vears to complete. ‘The plan is to give 
teachers instruction in this course and practice 
in teaching in the lower grades, the same as in 
the best institutions of the country. <A large 
amount of this work has-been carried forward 
for several years. : 

‘This educational system is under the direc- 
tion of a board of management located in Cin- 
cinnati, representing the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and of which Bishop Walden is presi- 
dent. I have two assistants in raising money, 
Key. Dr. Chadwick, with headquarters in 
New York, and Rev. Dr. Gray, with head- 
quarters in Clicago. The society has expend- 
ed in this educational work in the south since 
the war about 82,250,000. 

“in the educational work provision is being 
made to train men for five professions—for 
ministers, teachers, physicians, lawyers and 
dentists. 

GRANT MEMORIAL UNIVERSITY. 

“The largest central university among the 
white people will be the Grant Memorial 
university, Which will include what is now 
known as the Chattauoozga and Grant Memo- 
rial universities, located at Chattanooga and 
Athens, Tenn. Plans for the unification of 
these two institutions are now being matured, 
Inthe central mountainous south about this 
universt!y the church has over 100,000 white 
communicants and nearly a score of academies, 
Riditisthe plan to extend to the people of 
that sect on the benetits of a thoroughly ag- 
gessive, snecesiful university. 

“The property of the united institutions will 
aggregate 390,000, and 459 students are being 
tavght this yearin the two schools. It will 
be a nuiversity in fact, and the different col- 
lezcs wil! be located at the two towns, Chatta- 
nooga and Athens, as the controlling board 
may determine. 

Tih RELATION OF THE RACKS IN THIS SYSTEM. 

“The velation of the races in this system of 
échools is as follows: 

“First, one organization and administration 

for all tche shools and conferences. ’ 
Scuo0is among white people and 
schools among colored people so located as to 
give the greatest benefit to the conferences 
and p: onle to be reached. 

“Third, no exclusion on account of race, 
color or previous condition, Whatever separa- 
Ton there 1s is based upon mutual preference 
among the people themselves. 

THE CONFERENCE. 

“Within the past few days I have had in con- 
suitsotion with me here several leading presi- 
dents of the schools. Among others present 
were Rev. J. Bradden, D. D., of the Central 
Tennessee college, Marshallville; Rey. C. E. 
Liby, 1). D., president of Rust university, 
Jiolly Sorings, Miss.; Rev. L. M. Dunton, D. 
D., president of Clatin university, Orange- 
burg, S.C.;. Rov. L. G. Adkinson, D. D., 
president of New Orleans — university; 
Rev. > lL. lewis, D. D.,  pres- 
ideyt of Chattanooga university : 
Rey. F. O. Thayer, A. M,, president of Clark 
university; Rev. W.-P. Therkieid, B. D., pres- 
ident of Gammon Theological seminary. Rev. 
a. F. Spanee, D. D., of Grant Memoria] uni- 
versity, Was invited, but was delayed by 
jilnes ‘. ; 

““Thecossultation lasted several days, the 
purpose being to perfect the courses of study 
in the various schools, to discuss questions of 
adniinistration and to devise plans to increase 
the growth, of the academic institutions.

course the great conferences and churches of 
the north; next to that the thirty-two annual 
conferekoss of the church in the south are 
asked this year to give $58,000 to this cause. 
The students in the schools last year gave in 


tuition and room rent nearly $30,000. 
This, in addition to paying their board, 
buying books, etc. This is an illustration on 
the line of self help. The great thing to be 
avoided in philanthropic work, is to prevent 
the paunerization of the recipient, so that 
special stress is now being made upon the con- 
ferences of the south and upon tlhe students 
themselves to keep the institutions in their 
midst. 

“One of the encouraging features in this 
work is that more and more of the southern 
white people arc coming to recognize its im- 
portance and to appreciate what is being done, 
and in nearly all the places where our schools 
are located, there are those who, irrespective 
of church or party affiliation, make donations 
tothe work. Especially is it true where large 
and valuable buildings are being erected. We 
dedicate a $40,000 building in New Orleans on 
the Sth of June, and a Jarge number of people 
have made contributions to it. 

FOUR THOUSAND NEW CHURCHES. 

The Methodist Episcopal church has built 
in the sixteen southern states since the war 
over four thousand new churches, and has ex- 
pended in missionary church extension, edu- 
cational and Sunday school work during that 
time over five millionsof dullars. Her church 
membership is about 450,000, about equally di- 
vided between the races. Her strength among 
the white people is in the northern section of 
the south, from Baltimore to Missouri, and her 
great strength among the colored people is in 
the black section of the south. 

WHERE THE CHURCH IS STRONG AMONG THE 
WHITE PEOPLE. 

“The strength of the Methodist Episcopal 
church among the white people of the south 
is in the northern section of the southern 
states. In West Virginia we have 35,000 
whites, in Kentucky 25,000 whites, and over 
20,000 colored, in Missouri two large influen- 
tial conferences among the white and one 
among the colored people, in Alabama one 
among the white and one among tle colored, 
in Arkansas the same, in Texas 
two strong colored, one, white English 
speaking, and one German conference, in 
Louisiana one conference almost wholly among 
colored people, and the same in Mississippi 
and South Carolina; in Georgia one confer- 
ence among the whites and one among the 
colored; in Florida and North Carolina the 
same. In Tennessee two among the whites 
and two among the colored. , 

‘The Holstern conference, occupying the 
eastern half of Tennessee, has 26,000 white 
communicants. In Maryland there are strong 
conferences among the whites and colored, and 
in Virginia one among the whites and one 
among the colored. 

BRIGHT-EYED BOYS IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

“Tiind my interest increasing every year in 
the efforts for the development of institutions 
of learning among the poorer classes, especially 
in the central mountainous region of the south. 
I have taken several trips through these sec- 
tions just to study the people. Snap of their 
cabins are uncouth in appearance, with very few 
of the comforts, not to speak of the luxuries of 
life, but nowhere in America dol see brighter 
eyes or more intelligent and intsaresting faces 
than among the thousands and tens of thou 
sands of boys and girls who fill those cabins. 
I feel that no better work can be done by 
Christian philanthropists and educators than 
to reach these rising multitudes. Many of tho 
noblest men and women of the south have in the 
past come from just such cabins, and a 
large proportion of the bravest leaders of the 
south and of the nation, in all that is noble 
and true, will come from them if the Christian 
church goes to them inthe right spirit and 
With the right help.”’ 

PROGRESS AMONG THE NEGROES. 

For nearly 7 years my work has taken 
me through the south and I have watched with 
great interest the results of freedom and of se- 
cular and Christian education among the 
colored people. Their adyance has _ been 
simply marvelous. I mean of course among a 
fair proportion of them. I have watched them 
in all grades of scholastic work, I have seen 
them in their poorest cabins and in excellent 
homes. I have watched them in their discus- 
sions among themselves on questions relating 
to their development. I have taken par- 
ticular notice of their success in ac- 
quiring property and in all those respects 
have every year felt more and more encour- 
aged. The negrois a man with the weak- 
nesses and possibilities of a man. 

“The Methodist Episcopal church has fully 
2,500 churches among the colored people of the 
south, mauned by colored pastors, and it has 
been a marvel to see how the intellectual and 
moral power of the minister3 in these pulpits 
have increased since freedom. Many of these 
pastors are unqualified for their work, but 
many of them are men of real intelligence 
and education, and exert a tremendous power 
for good whereverjthey labor.’’

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


A SUMMARY OF DELAYED TRAINS 
FOR THE WEEK. 


The American Association of Gencral Passenger 
and Ticket Agents of the United States and 
Canada Wiil Meetin AUlanta Next September— 
Something About a Big Organization and the 
Way in Ww hich They Will Be Entertained. 


For three days this week each one of the 
thirty trains that run inio Atlanta came in on 
time. 

Two days in succession this happened. The 
next day only one train—the Air Line—was 
out of gear, owing to a wreck beyond Char 
lotte, and on the fourth day every train was on 
time. 

Tue Constitution claims no credit for this. 
We are satisfied that the trains did getin on 
time. The public isserved. It may be that 
better weather has come, that the freiglit traf- 
ic issinaller, or it may be any of the thousand 
things that help a railroad to accuracy. That 
is allright. There‘is improvement, tht public 
gains and we are <atisfied. 

In printing the name of delayed trains each 
day, we have no grudge against the railroad; 
on the contrary we believe, all intricacies 
considered, that the transportation system of 
America is the best achievement of man’s 
energy and skill. Nor do we intend to reflect 
on any special railroad. For example the 
Central railroad has been unfortunate in its 
trains, but General Manager Belknap won his 
spurs as an unsurpassed manager by two years 
of service in Georgia in which he strengthened 
the road in every particular. It is possible 
that this delay is due to reasons entirely be- 
yond his control, and beyond the control of 
the East Tennessee, whichis ably handled and 
which, by the way,should be credited .with 
the fact that its trains are counted twice as 
they come into Atlanta from each direction. 
Itis true also that frequently 
detention is beyond the immediate lines inter- 
ested. All this the public should credit the 
railroads with. 

All that we intend to dois to continue this 
list and let the public see what roads are 
prompt in spite of obstructions, and which 
roads make schedules in spite of circumstances 
ordinarily beyond control. We feel sure that 
publishing the list will decrease delays, and 
that the knowledge that the Atlanta connec- 
tion is going to move on time will decrease ac- 
cidents and delays beyond the immediate 
termini of the Atlanta lines. 

Consequently we shall continue our list, 
with the earnest hope and belief that there 
will be fewer and fewer trains to report out of 
time week after week.
